The men from Texas at 
any rate have a wonderful time 
in Hollywood; they play around 
with fabulous amounts of money, 
and as good business men they 
have a open eye for plausible loss 
entries which may work out very 
favourably to the flscus. 

The old professionals in the In- 
dustry face the new Invasion quite 
philosophically. They have experi- 
enced everything that man cân ex- 
perience, and with the cynicism 
which in the atmosphere of the 
most cynical industry of the world 
docs not take long to mature, they 
arc Inclined to suppose that they 
still will exist, even long after the 
men from Texas will have spent 
their money.— Albert.

For years now nasty virulent 
rumors of student apathy have been 
periodically circulated about thi3 
campus. Only a few days ago the 
latest series oozed out to public 
view. The only saving grace about 
this last invasion to self-satisfaction 
was the manner of its handling by 
a young man employed by this 
newspaper. He was most clever in 
his choice of persons interviewed, 

It is true that there is a great 
amount of student apathy present 
on this campus . . . apathy on the 
part of the architects toward activi- 
ties in theology, apathy in the Arts- 
man with regard to debates in the 
Faculty of Engineering. There is 
also a different sort of apathy . . . 
that mentioned by Messrs. Jousse, 
Phcips and Shayne; the apathy of 
the normal individual toward ac- 
tivities which are not well enough 
designed to hold his interest, or are 
too mediocre to warrant the interest 
of the campus. Those persons Inter 
ested in Marxism are not at all 
apathetic towards their organiza- 
tions, nor are those interested in 
dramatics. Howev.er, those persons 
who are not Interested in these 
fields of endeavor or recreation 
will not participate or show inter- 
est in them . . . this surely, is nat 
ural? 

It can hardly be said that there 
is a student apathy toward hockey, 
or football, or dances. Once again, 
this is natural, for most people, stu- 
dents or otherwise, enjoy these 
forms of recreation. 

When minority organizations (the 
term is not used in derogation), 
pattern their activities so as to .en 
ticc more active participation from 
the student body as a whole, or 
re-organize their aims and 'prin 
ciples to include those persons re 
garded as apathetic, then they will 
have a right to cry "Apathy" when 
participation is low. However, this 
column feels that when this remark- 
able day arrives there will be no 
need to make this complaint. 

Another point of view is that each 
person attending this university is 
an Individual human being whose 
right and privilege it is to attend, 
or not attend, any function if he 
so pleases. With this thought in 
mind the attitude now labelled apa- 
thetic becomes an attitude of nega- 
tivity ... the individual refuses to 
comply. When an organization at- 
tempts to overcome this attitude, it 
can be construed as an attempt at 
infringement of peace of mind, and 
is thus punishable by law.

And Turn In Superb 
Effort Against RPI

New York. N.Y.— On Friday night 
In Troy the Red Mermen were halt- 
ed for the tiret time by a great 
R.P.I. team. The score was 47-28. 
It wa< a heartbreaking loss (or the 
McGill boys, who in succumbing 
for the first time swam to their 
best times ever. Coach Curran's 
iquad was edged on four important 
occasions by less than a single sec- 
ond. This cost the team 22 points 
and the victory. 

WE WUZ ROBBED! 
The opening 300 yard medley re- 
lay saw both squads hitting the 
same time but the judges awarding 
the win to R.P.I. The McGill time 
was amazingly good. The relay 
team was comprised of Mingle. 
Kopin and Eisenman. In the 220 
and 440 Adin Morrow churning on 
his back like a windmill raced 
Cooper, ace freestyle man of R.P.I, 
crawl man by .6 seconds in the 220 
and .1 seconds in the 400. Merrow's 
440 time of 5:20:6 was of world 
record proportions. Greg Titus took 
third In this event. The 400 yard 
freestyle relay team of Qualc-Rain- 
bow-Christic-FulIcrton swam an in- 
spired race and hit great time but 
they too went down to defeat by a 
fraction of a second. 

The McGill swimmers, In what 
must be considered their finest 
performance of the year, won the 
60 yard freestyle, 100 yard, back- 
stroke and the 200 yard brca.it 
srtroke events. Young Graham 
Rainbow beat Haas of R..I. in a 
thrilling 50-yanl sprint. Rainbow 
was pushed 4o his best effort ever 
and rose to the occasion by post- 
ing the best time of his career. 
Haas of R.P.I. ranks at the very 
top of U.S. sprint performers. 
Peter Mingle outswam the field 
to capture the 100 yard back- 
stroke but he too was pressed to 
an excellent effort by the opposi- 
tion. The 200 yard breast stroke 
was won by McGIU's "Red sea- 
horse" Irwin Kopin. The 220 pound 
butterfly giant surged to a close 
victory over Schcfflcld of R.P.I, 
and hit the finest time or his life.' 

DEFEAT NO DISGRACE 
The McGill swimmers were 
highly regarded by the engineers 
coach Pop Graham, who said his 
present R.P.I, team ranks with his 
all time best. Coach Vic Curran 
•was highly satisfied with his squad's 
showing and felt that a defeat was 
not too great a price to pay for so 



great an improvement in the team 
times. 

OVERPOWER BROOKLYN 

The McGill swimming team hit 
New York City on Saturday night 
in a most devastating manner. The 
"red mermen" overwhelmed ' a 
Brooklyn Polytech squad by the 
top-heavy score of 57-14. It was 
the first time that a McGill athle- 
tic aggregation had been victorious 
in the big city. 

BIG SWEEP 
From the opening gun the States' 
team was completely outclassed. 
Coach Curran's squad swept every 
event with the exception of the 
dive in which Peter Mingle placed 
second. 

The medley relay of Mingie- 
Kopin-Christie went to an easy win. 
Greg Tilus was victorious in the 
220- and 440-yard freestyle events. 
Dick Fullerton copped the 50-yard 
freestyle race and Elliott Young Ihc 
100. All the wins were quite de- 
cisive. 

RECORD FOR MERROW 

The backstroke event was the 
States' distance of 150 yards (Cana- 
dian distance is 100 yards), and 
Adin Mcrrow sped to a spectacular 
victory over this distance. He 
cracked the metropolitan record In 
his performance. 

In' the 200 -yard breast-stroke 
event, Irwin Kopin proved him- 
self at home in N.Y.C. by again 
exceeding his previous best per- 
formances, in a fast victory. He 
surged forward all the way with 
his powerful butterfly stroke, and 
won easily. 

The 400-yard relay of Rainbow- 
Christie - Quale - Fullerton cop- 
ped by a 100 yards the meet's fin- 
ale. 

The McGill squad was hailed by 
the officials and the tech. coach 
as one of the finest visiting teams 
in years. The boys showed cham- 
pionship resiliency in rebounding 
from the Ironic loss to R.P.I, the 
previous night. Here in New York, 
while not approaching their Troy 
performance, the team was "all 
victorious." 

The squad moves to Washington. 
DC. for a Monday engagement 
with Howard University. 

The States' invasion has definite- 
ly shown McGill in possession of 
a truly fine swimming team.
